FLUORINE TO WATER 


CLEVELAND, April 9 (AP)—A 
new chemical promises safer and 
cheaper fluoridation of water. for 
prevention of tooth decay, the 
American Chemical Society was 
told today by Dr. Wayne E. White 
of Tulsa, Okla. 
He said the substance, called 
“flural,” is much less poisonous 
than fluoridating agents now in 
use and can be fed into the water 
with equipment many cities use 
to add alum,.a settling agent.. 
Dr, White said none of the com- 
pounds are dangerous to the con- 
sumer. The chemical is self-polic- 
ing in the sense that it will re- 
lease fluorine to the water only 
so long as the amount already in 
the water is below a safe maxi- 
mum, he said.

forces are protected by vaccina- 
tions against some of the agents 
that have been suggested as pos- 
sible biological weapons.

In a city as rich as this, both in wealth and 
in musical tradition, there is no excuse for im- 
poverishing a fine orchestra.

Aside from what a city can do, however, a 
clear contribution should be expected from the 
Federal Government, far short of outright sub- 
sidy. That is to repeal the 20 per cent admis- 
sions tax -affecting non-profit musical groups. 
These are virtually charitable organizations, for 
the charity of fine art is as bright as gold. 

When the tax was imposed in 1941, former 


Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau said the 


levy should be removed after the war. This was 
not done. Meanwhile, higher operating costs 
have left nearly all 28 major symphony orches- 


tras and many smaller groups struggling for 


survival. 

These organizations, as distinct from profit- 
making amusements, deserve relief from the 
admissions tax. The revenue loss to the Treas- 


-ury would be slight, but the difference to the 


affected organizations would be great. Such 
relief. would almost have balanced the Metro- 
politan Opera’s deficit.

Effects of Bed Rest 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


ID you know that continuous 
bed rest .over a period of 
weeks can be harmful as well 
as helpful? It used to be that 


other effects than just weakness 
during weeks and months of stay- 
ing in bed. These include causing 
a stagnation of the blood circu- 
lation with the chance of clots 
forming in the vessels. For some 
reason, children don’t suffer such 
ill effects from prolongea bed 
rest. Thie is a good thing be- 
cause it is an essential treatment 
for rheumatic fever patients, 
Along with the 

prolonged bed rest isn’t all good, 
there came other discoveries of 
antidotes for the bad effects. Two 
materials, dicumerol and heparin, 
are able to delay or prevent blood 
clotting in the body. However, 
one of these must be used in the 
hospital because daily tests are 
necessary to determine its dosage 
and the other is very expensive. 
Work is continuing on a more 
idealy anti-clotting substance.

Service is a highly scientific

ever since Christmas she has 

found going around in her 
head something that her grand- 
mother used to say. “Is there,” 
she asks, an- old proverb or say- 
ing to the effect that something 
you expect is a payment, not 
a gift?”
